In other new rulings, Clark 
has held that: 

Persons redeeming property 
forfeited for non-payment of 
taxes must pay the statutory In¬ 
terest of 12% per year or frac¬ 
tion thereof as a “penalty.” Such 
12% interest cannot be pro-rated 
on the basis of that fraction of a 
year which has elapsed. 

A referendum to continue or In¬ 
crease a tax rate should be held 
at the regular township or road 
district election in the district 
unless a special electiou is 
called. 

The board ol direc.ors of a 
city, incorporated town, village 
or township may contract with a 
district library for the supply¬ 
ing of library services when such 
action “becomes necessary or 
beneficial to the people.

According to Briggs, Dr. Tal¬ 
bert said the state would provide 
gamma globulin for inoculation 
of persons in cases where it is 
needed. 

Physicians pointed out, how¬ 
ever, that a physician must ap¬ 
ply to the state for it and that 
it takes from a week to ten days 
or longer to obtain the substance 
from the state. Usually, physici¬ 
ans said, shots were required im¬ 
mediately when the need for such 
inoculation is diagnosed. 

Payment is made to the phy¬ 
sician for administration of the 
drug in either case, and also for 
the substance if used from the 
physician’s supply, rather than 
waiting for gamma globulin fur¬ 
nished by the state.

An agreement on a three-year 
wage package for AFL-CIO con¬ 
struction laborers of 12 Illinois 
counties — including Madison — 
was signed Monday between rep¬ 
resentatives of 12 labor locals, 
the Southern Illinois Builders As¬ 
sociation and the Southern Illi¬ 
nois Contractors Association. 

The agreement provides an an¬ 
nual wage increase of 20 cents, 
for a total of 60 cents for the 
three-year-period. The agree¬ 
ment was hailed as another step 
in the program to secure labor 
peace throughout the Illinois area 
through long term agreements. 
Signing of the contract is four 
mupllts in advance of the expira¬ 
tion of the current contract 
which is due to expire Aug. 1. 

Charles Parker, of the Labor¬ 
ers Local 397 here, said the con¬ 
tract would involve between 350 
and 400 laborers during peak 
construction periods. 

Laborers now receive $4 an 
hour in metropolitan areas and 
$3.85 an hour in rural areas. The 
contract, when all related issues 
are settled, will cover 6500 labor¬ 
ers [who do heavy and highway 
construction work. Other terms i 
of the contract are being worked 
out and are not expected to pre¬ 
sent any difficulty, officials said. 

The advance contract signing 
is similar to the agreement 
reached Jan. 29 with 5000 car¬ 
penters and 3000 members of the 
operating engineers union—giv¬ 
ing assurance of labor peace far 
in advance of contract termina¬ 
tions. Contracts with the carpen¬ 
ters were not to expire until Aug. 

1 arid the operating engineers on 
Dec] 31. 1967. 

New wage agreements with the 
same 60-cent wage package also 
were signed Monday by the 12 
laborers locals engaged in reg¬ 
ular building construction work.

Disturbing County Law Enforcement 
Gap Must Be Ended by Supervisors 

There is something shocking and disturbing 
about a situation in which duly authorized sheriff 
deputies of a county tour unincorporated business 
establishments, note a large number of law viola¬ 
tions and feel powerless to do anything about it 
because of the vague wording of the law and past 
dismissals of test cases. Yet this is what happened 
last weekend when eight, taverns were found vio¬ 
lating the closing law, one of them catering to a 
crowd of over 100 persons as late as 3:30 or 
4 a.m. 

Taverns are a legitimate business and have 
I every right to function within the limits of pre¬ 
vailing law. But when any law is ignored, the 
implications go far beyond the particular issue or 
1 people, weakening the whole structure of rule by 
law, as opposed to mob action or a dictator s 
whims. 

County Liquor Commissioner Landolt, every 
member of the Madison County Board of Super¬ 
visors and citizens generally had better do some 
soul searching, and quickly. Such a situation is not 
“politics" but an intolerable departure from sound 
governmental practice. 

We wonder how Granite City and Venice 
tavern owners, required to observe 1 a.m. muni¬ 
cipal closing laws, feel toward their county board 
representatives, who in 'nearly every case have 
voted to block action on a law clarifying unincorp¬ 
orated area closing houri enforcement? Compe¬ 
tition with rural taverns currently is not very equal 
or fair, thanks to the supervisors.
